It is, therefore, 2 prequisite goal ‘that evory farm family produce and 
preserve as much as possible of the family's food supyly. Special emphasis should 
be put on raising at home the family's poultry, eggs, milk, butter, cheese, ary 
beans, peas, fresh and stored vegetables and fruits, and at least all the meat 
allowed the family under the rationing plan. <Acreage of some vegetables like 
pep vers, artichokes, asparagus, celery, cauliflower, cucumbers, head lettuce, and 
moive may need to be reduced to lessen the strain on transportation involving 
long hauls and concentrate on more needed foods with more food value. 

Year-round gardens, wherever possible, yroducing the fullest supply of 
tomatoes, green leafy and yellow vegetables, will be necessary to assure adequate 
supplies of such vital vitamins as A and ©, minerals, and other food elements. 
Farm gardens need to be enlarged and succession plantings made to extend the 


number of months of production for eating fresh, for storagc, and preserving.
